A reading farmer, is simply Lo who avaiU 


himself of 
facts already demonstrated by 


men of thought ami practice, thus giving 
him greater strength and capacity iu life's 
work, null saving to him tho chagrin of 
failure and tho !o=s of valuable time in labor- 
ing to solve problems by himself alone. And 
how shall this host bo dono?

reading standard books and well-conducted 
agricultural journals, as well as hy meeting 
together and discussing methods of culture 
and practice.

good time to sow clover peed. Ten or 
twelve pounds to the ncro is little enough, 
nnd fifteen pounds is nono too much if tbo 
land is good, and in good condition.

ber, clover seed applied in the spring is 
needed.

All stock will need extra care through 


this month.

A frequent change of food is

Tho mangolds come in now as an important 
aid, and they aro far more valuable than 
they were in December or January. This 
root is, therefor, tho food for tbe lalo win- 
ter and spring. 
All roots should bo cut or

How is it about tho=9 har- 
uesses ? Are they strong and durable to go 
into the trying reason of work, on tho farm ? 
A thousand little odd jobs are always turn- 
ing up on Iho farm, ncd Iho lire farmer 
should always keep his eyes open. 


Thero is work also about the land. 
Be- 


fore the end of this inonlh many light lands 
can, perhaps, bo ploughed to advantage, 
that is tho advantage of n light land farm. 
It enjoys a longer season. 
It is dry and 


ready to wotk earlier than a clay soil. Tho 
bushes in the pastures can ho cut now as 
•well as soy time. 
The soil after the frost is 


out is open, loose, easily lifted, and so are 
th9 surface rocks. 
A few days' work nt 


these will help improro tho pastures 
The 


pastures occd it. 
Much of tho success of 


Ihe farm tunis oa tho condition of Ibo 
pastures. 
We have robbed them, and our 


fathers robbed them beforo u?. They need 
our immediate caro and attention. 
A day's 


work upon them how will cost less than n 
dny's work io summer. 
If it is rightly di- 


rected, it will amount lo about as much. 


Feed young stock ns well ss tho supplies 


of fodtier will allow. 
It is a poor plan to 


turn thorn out to browse. 
If sheep aro con- 


fined ns they ought to he, a few pine or 
hemlock l.oughs nro very useful to them, 
liaw roots, in stucll quattities, nro very use- 
ful fot breeding sows as they npproach tbo 
time of farrowing.

Ing ar.il pamperlug, should, of course, bo 
avoided,but a full supply of wholesome food 
is essential.
